A Synops's of Happenings in the 
Outside World as Gleaned 
from Exchanges. 





A Yankee farmer living on the shore 
of Lake Ontario, in order to economise 
mixed sawdust with the cornmeal 
which he fed to his chickens, It work- 
ed so well that he gradually reduced 
the quantity of the meal until the 


whole ration was sawdust. About this 
time a white hen stole to her nest and 


after reposing three weeks on thirteen 
eggs she cume off with twelve wooden 
legged chickens and one woodpecker. 
A butcher got hold of this extraord- 
inary brood and liberally fed the wood- 
en legged chicks on ,barley-meal and 
scrap pork, and the poultry in turn 
laid a profusion of eggs, which were 
set under a braham hen.

Ships’ Earnings "By Cable 
and Draft.” 


A British statesman, more frank 
than discreet, writing in an American 
periodical a few years ago, stated that 
probably no nation but the United 
States could stand such a fearful annua] 
drain upon its resources as was made 
necessary by the monopoly of our for- 
eigh carrying by foreign ships., This 
Briton—a member of the British Par- 
liment—said that during the. preceed- 
ing thirty years, through-the failure of 
the United States Government to pay 
an annual sum of %5,000.000 for the 
construction. and maintenance of a 








| posed by 


native merchant marine—or a total of} 


$150,000,000 — a sum not less than 
$3,00Q,000,000 had been paid to foreign 
shipowners for carrying our imports 
and exports during that period. 

By that time, probably, or a period 
of thirty five years since the close of 
the civil war, the United States has 
paid out te foreign shipowners fully 
$4,000,000,000—a sum twice as large 
as the cost of our civil war itself—a sum 
larger than the receipts of the national 
treasury during that period from im- 
port duties. It is now proposed that 
this frightful annual drain shall be re- 
medied, atleast in part; by the tardy 
adoption of a national maritime policy 
as recommended by President McKin- 
ley in his last annual message to Con- 
«ress and as provided for in the pend- 
ing favourably reported shipping bill 
now upon the calanders of each branch 
of congress, awaiting considerstion. 

Apropos of the British statesman’s 
expression. of amazement, as above 


quoted, it is worth while quoting from 
the annual circular letter put out by a 
prominent firm of New York ship 
brokers, on the first of last January, 
and which contains the following state- 
ment: 

“During the past twelve months we 
have remitted owners ( of ships chart- 
ered by them )BY CABLE AND DRAFT 
$22,411,513.47, money collected for own- 
ers’ account, for the hire of steamers 
under time charter only, NOT INCLUD- 
ING THE MONEYS REMITTED FOR RATE 
OR LUMP SUM FREIGHTS,”’ 

Of course, the earnings are shipped 
abroad, “by cable or draft.’ Of 
course they are not retained in the 
United States. Of course th's mone) 
furnished employment to foreign’ sea- 
men, and foreign shipbuilders, and 
foreign rolling mills, and foreign ore 
mines, and foreign forest owners, and 
all of it was at the expense of American 
labour, in mine, in forest, in mill and 
shipyard. 

Think of it! Just one private firm 
of shipbrokers in the portof New York 
boldy announces that it sent abroad 
“by cable or draft? nearly $22,500,000 
in one year —the earnings of the ships 
chartered by one firm alone! How 
many more such firms are there? 

What is the total aggregation of the 
sums sent abroad, from the United 
States, “by cable and draft,” to com- 
pensate foreign shipowners for doing 
American foreign carrying? This 
query is pertinent. There are those 
who assert that the total annual con- 
tribution to foreign shipowners made 
by the people of the United States is 
now $300,000,000. while the more con- 
servative place the sum at 200,000,000 
annually, 

No wonder therefore, that Presid- 
ent McKinley recommended to Congress 
the adoption of a maritime policy that 
shall change this condition, that shall 
in a measure cut out this annual drain 
of hundreds of millions of dollars. The 
pending shipping bill should be 
promptly passed by Congress, since its 
provisions are destined to give em- 
ployment to American workingmen 
in American iron oreand coal mines, 
to the owners of American timber lands, 
toour workingmen employed in our 
greut steel rolling mills, and the ship- 
yardsalong the coast of the United 
States. Nothing that Congress can 
possibly doatthe present session will 
be more heartily commended by a 
great majority of the people, wholly 
irrespective of party or of location, 
than the policy that shall sueceed in 
correcting such an unnecessary and 
unstatemanlike condition of maritime 
decadence as this nation has been per- 
mitted to lapse into.
